The University of Oklahoma, from 
freshmen

munist" oath proposed in the state 
legislature. 


The oath would be required from 


both students and faculty under a 
bill passed by the house- of rep- 
resentatives and now under con- 
sideration by the state senate. 


Nine campus organizations, sev- 
eral professors, and 1,500 of the 
12,000 students signed 
a petition 


yesterday asking the senate 
to 


throw out the measure. '

Chairman Doughton (D-NC) told 
reporters the next big subject be- 
lore the house ways and means 
committee will be Mr. Truman's 
proposal for a vast expansion of 
the social security program. This 
probably would delay any tax de- 
sate until May. 


Senator George (D-Ga-, chair- 


man of the senate finance commit- 
tee, said Mr. Truman's new tax 
statement " hasn't 
changed my 
views at all." 


The Georgian took a stand Wed- 


nesday against any new tax 
bill 


until next January. Senator Byrd 
UJ-Va) said he agrees with George. 
The opposition of these two Demo- 
crats—if Republicans join them, as 
expected—could block any tax leg- 
islation in the finance committe. 


Mr. Truman told his news confe-

he is just 
as 


strong for the increase as ever 
adding that it is desirable to avoid 
a treasury deficit. 


The president asked congress for 
:ne tax boost in his January mes- 
sage to the new congress. He sug- 
gested getting the bulk of new rev- 
enues from corporations and pos- 
sibly from iddle and upper indivi- 
dual incomes. 


Some of the president's backers 


on Capitol Hill don't like the idea 
of putting any more tax on salaries 
under $15,000 to $20,000 a year.
